MENACE TO STATESMEN. 


LONDON, July 1. 8. a. m.—The Daily Ex- 
press announces the discovery of a suffraget 


- murder plot, which, it declares, hag hitherto 


been known only in the inner circles of the 
home Office, It is a scheme ef a small and 
dangerous section of the suffragets to avenge 
the death of any militant, through seit- 
“inflicted ‘starvation, upon members of the 
cabinet. The paper says: 

“Should one of these militants die while 
under sentence, the life of no member of the 
cabinet would be safe, and the lives of the 


jeopardy.” 
Publishes Secret Letter, 

The Daily Express anticipates that an of- 
ficial denial will be given to this story, but 
maintains that it is accurate. 

The Dally Mail prints a copy of a secret 
letter issued by the Women’s Social and Po- 
litical unfon, outlining a new plan of cam- 
paign. The letter ie dated June 24, and has

It says that all their energies must now 
be concentrated in an effort to break down 
the cat and mouse law, and epeocifies vari- 
ous methods of procedure looking towards 
this end, none of which, however, is lilegai. 


Burn 3500, 000 CasfTe, 

GLASGOW,- June 90.—Ballikinraln castle 
at Balfron, Stirtingahire, one of thé largest 
in Scotland, was burned today and only the 
bare walls remain. 

The fire seemed to have been an Ificendiary 
one, as the private fire apparatus had been 
cut and rendered useless. The usual rumors 
laying the blame frr the outrage on the 
militant suffragets spread rapidiy, but no 
evidence was found to connect them with it. 

The castle cost $500,000 and was built by 
Sir Archibald Ernest Orr Ewing. It con- 
‘tained 100 rooms. It had been unoccupied for 
some time.

A lake breeze blew over Chicago at 6:16 
o’clock yesterday afternoonand gave a meas- 
ure of relief to heat stricken people. 

The breeze came at an auspicious moment. 
At 8:45 in the afternoon the officials in the 
weather coop on the federal building were 
éxulting in the announcement of a new 
record for Chicago—the hottest June day 
since they could remember. 

The mercury in the thermometer on top of 
the federal building reached 96 degrees 
Fahrenheit at noon and climbed steadily 
until 3:45, when it stood during forty minutes 
at 00 degrees, the highest June temperature 
recorded since the establishment of the 
. bureau in 1873. The moisture in the air made 
the heat the more oppresive. The relative 
humidity varied during the day between 63 


and 78 pressure. 


Baby Cyclone Brings Relief. 

The breeze that temporarily ended the bea t- 
e@ spell came from northern Wisconsin. Dt 
blew down signs, sent pedestrians scurrying 
after their hats, and carried clouds of dust 
through the streets of the loop district, : 

The weather experts predict relief for today 
in the form of intermittent showers and cool 
breezes from lowa and Wisconsin. The tem- 
perature is not expected to go higher than 
8 degrees. 

The climax of the June heat wave brought 
a toll of thirty-five deaths and seventy-eight 
prostrations in Chicago. 

Two drownings were reported. James ve- 
talo, a boy living at 510 South Clark street, 
got beyond his depth in a clay hole at Bloom- 
ington and Sixty-third streets. Edward Do- 
@uski, a 2 year old baby, was accidentally. 
drowned wiien he fell into a tub of water 
which had been prepared for his bath at his 
residence at 835 North Hoyne avenue.

Workers Sent by Brewers. 

In a letter to Congressman Jenkins from 
New York on July 21, 1908, Col. Mulhall ad- 
vised that W. H. Austin ef the Brewers’ as- 
sociation * plainly told me that he would 
| send to your district all the workers you wish 
and they would do everything they possibly 
could for your election and would supply you 
with any means that you wish to make your 
canvass a success.” a 

The colonel further said that he had seen 
the offigers of the National Brewers’ associa- 
tion, including I. Liebermann, at No., 30 
Forest street, Brooklyn, in the congregs- 
man's behalf. He baid that Mr. Liebermann 
regarded this was the brewers’ fight,“ 
meaning that for Congressman Jenkins. 

Col. Mulhall wrote two letters on July 24; 
1908, that he apparently thought important 
enough to mark confidential“ One was to 
Schwedtman, the other to Congressman Jen- 
kins.

Denied Charge. 

Col. Mulhall, replying: to the letter of Mr. 
Burrows, under date of Sept. 16, 1908, denied 
that he was supporting George H. Burke of 
the Sixth New Jersey district for the Repub- 
lican nomination for congress. 

Following an interview with Senator For- 
aker, Col. Mulhall wrote to the senator from 
Indianapolis on Sept. 17, 1908, as follows: 

You made it very plain to me that Mr. John 
Kirby of Dayton, O., of the Kirby Manufacturing 
company [afterward president of the N. A. M. ]. 
was doing everything he possibly could to defeat 
your friends in Dayton. 

The colonel inclosed a copy of a letter from 
Mr. Kirby denying the charge. The colonel 
assured the Ohio senator that— 

Our organization and, kindred organizations are 
ready at any time to do all we possibly can to ald 
you in being returned to the United States senate, 
and you can place the greatest confidence in the 
leaders of our association and can trust them im- 
plicitly, either by mail or otherwise, to do the 
best they can to meet any request that you make. 

Writing to Kirby on Sept. 22, 1908, from In- 
dianapélis, Col. Mulhall expressed the opin- 
ion that President Roosevelt was playing 
poor politics in stirring up the factional row 
against Senator Foraker in Ohio. 


Even Standard Oil Had Friend 

“Even the Standard Oil company has ite 
friends,“ wrote the colonel, “and I cannot 
uderstand why a man of Roosdelt’s stripe 
will think it a crime for 4 man to honestly 
work fora corporation of that kind. 

Col. Mulhall wrote to Schwedtman on Nov. 
2, 1908, a few days before the election, inclos- 
ing a list of congressmen to whom he ad vised 
that Mr. Van Cleave.send telegrams, and 
who,” wrote the colonel, “ will be elected, 
and have been our friendsin the past.” This 
list follows: ,

Foraker Asked for Help. 

On Dec. 9, 1008, after letters and telegrams 
had gone forward from President Van 
Clea ve, Agsistant Schwedtman, and the 
colonel to the friends which had been de- 
feated,’’ Senator Foraker wrote to Col. Mul- 
hall, saying: 

I would be glad to have you go to Ohio and assist 
me there so far as you may be able to do so. 1 
cannot add to what I said yesterday as to the 
situation or as to the e of people whom you 
should see. 

In a letter to 8 the cqionel wrote 
from Cincinnati on Dec, 18: “I feel there is 
very little chance of Foraker 8] 
return to the senate, and from the way he 
talked to me this noon he is under that im- 
pression himself.“ 

As early as Jan. 29, 1900, before the inau- 
guration of Mr. Taft, the colone? wrote from 
Washington to Mr; Kirby at Dayton as fol- 
lows: 

I know that you will he delighted to hear that 
all the amendments to the Sherman law are placed 
at rest for this session and the next session of con- 
gress. This is information that was given to me a 
few hours ago by the chairman of the senate judi- 
olary committee, Senator Knute Nelson of Minne- 
sota. 


Interview with Senator Nelson. 
From Washington, on Feb. 20, 1908, Col. 
Mulhall reported the result of 


an extended interview yesterday with Senator 
Knute Nelson on labor bills, and particularly upon 

the decision given by the judiciary committee of 
the senate on the amendments to the Sherman 
law. Senator Nelson impressed upon me 
forcibly that it would be a good idea to ha 
copy of the decision of the judiciary conimi 
sent to President Elect Taft. He stated 
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Help in Aldrich Campaign. 

In a report to Bird, dated Jan. 10, 1910, Col. 
Mulhall told of an interview he had with 
Senator Aldrich of Rucec Island about the 
campaign “now going on in his own state 
for reélection,”’ and added: 

He [the senator] is extremely anxious that I go | 
to Rhode Island as soon as! possibly can, to help ~ 
aut in bis campaign. He gave me the names of 
several gentiemen for me to see, two of them in 
Washington, and the balance in Providence, ang 
I ure “him that I should do ‘all 1 posribly 
could to have our people help him at the earliest 
possible moment. 

According to a report made by the colonel 
to President Kirby on Jan. 15, 10910, former 
Senator Scott of West Virginia, is extreme- 
ly anxious to have us give him any ald that 
we might be able to render for his return to 


the senate this year.’ 

Col. Muthall, im writing to Kirby ow Fed. 
‘11, 1910, reported that Congres*mamGardner 
had informed him that— 
be had appointed a sub-committee of the labor 
committee as we wished him to do— Mr. Vreelend, 
Mr. Madison; Mr. Alien, Mr. Raney, and Mr. Coy- 
ington—to which he had referred the eight hour 
bill. This makes it almost impossible te get thig 
bill out of committee at this sesgion unless the 
Democrats cen get the full committee together 
on next Tuesday, which I feel that it will be 
impoesible for them to do, and if we can bedi 
them in their next effort for a meeting on next 
Tuesday, I feel that we ere safe for the belance 
of the winter. , 


Changes in the Tajunetion Bill... 
Cougressman Bannon of Ohio evidenced his 
friendship for the N. A. M. in a letter on Feb. 
17, 1910, in which he predicted of the anti-in- 
junction bill that “ neither thé president nor 


its authors will know it after what is to 


happen to it on the floor of the house.” 

Congressman Bannon, who had been de- 
feated for resection, sought employmest 
from the N. A. M., and Col. Mulhall urged 
that he be sent to Washington because of 
his familiarity with labor legislation and his 
acquaintance with Congressman Parker, the 
chairman of the judiciary committee. 

In a letter to Bannon Col. Mulhall wrote 
on March 7, 1010, that he had written to 
‘George B. Selby of the Selby Shoe company 
at Portsmouth, O., “for the purpose of im- 

the importance of having you re- 
turned to the next congrese. .. I was 
given to understand by our president, Mr. 
John Kirby, and also Mr: Van Cleave, presi- 
dent of the national counsel for industrial 
defense, that both of those gentlemen made 
a very strong plea to Mr. Selby for his aid 
to have you returned to congress at this 
coming session.“ 

On May 3, 1910, Col. Mulhall wrote to Presi- 
dent Kirby from Trenton that he had come 


to Congressman Gardner “for some time, 
that we would get to work in his district at 
the earliest possible moment.” 


Cannon Supported Coudrey. 

In a letter to Col’ Mulhall on May 23, 1910, 
Schwedtman expressed the opinion that our 
mutual friend, Hon. Harry M. Coudrey, needs 
all the assistance that can be given him in 
his district. 
the suggestion that he go to Coudrey’s dis- 
trict at onee, replied on May 25, and told of 

an interview be had with Coudrey in which

that the speaker promised to work for the 
return of Coudrey. 

“I merely mention this fact to you,” re- 
ported the colonel, to show how anxious 
our friends are to have him (Coudrey) come 
back.“ 

A letter from Coudrey to Schwedtman 
{copy to Mulhall), under date of May 25, 1910, 
read: , 

I certainly appreciate the kindness and 
of the colonel and yourself. 

Writing from Washington, to President 
Kirby, om June 14, 1010, Col. Mulhall re- 
ported that he had had a splendid meeting 
with the chairman of the Republican na- 
tional congressional committee [McKin- 
ley of Illinois], and added: 

There are many calle for our aid in different 
sections, and I feel that when congress adjourts 
there will be one month’s splendid work in the 
field that will bold for us a host of our friends. 


Compliments by Lodge. 

In a confidential letter, dated Aug. 26, 
1910, Col. Mulhall conveyed the cheering, in- 
formation that during an interview he had 
with Senator Lodge im Boston Senator 
Lodge paid us all kindes of compliments for 
the work we are doing, and I know we will 
hdve hie ald more actively than ever before 
in the next congress.”” 

Reporting to General Manager Bird from 
Washington on Nov. 19, 1910, the colonel 
said:

Washington, D. C., June 30. Democrats of 
the senate in caucus late tonight approved 
the ineome tax section of the tariff bili as 
revised by the majority members of the 
finance committee, voting, however, to strike 
| out the amendment which would exempt 


tax, 

The action of the caucus came in the midst 
of lively debate, which earlier had threat- 
ened to be prolonged, there being wide dit - 
ference in opinions expressed as to the 
amount of the income exemptign. 

As approved by the caucus, the senate 
finance committee amendment stands, ex- 
empting incomes of $3,000 fer single persons, 
‘with $1,000 additional for a married man or 
woman with a taxable income, and §500 for 
each dependent minor child not to exceed 
two. 


Exemption: Stands at $3,000, . 

After many suggestions to extend the ex- 
emptions for dependents upon a family, the 
Democrats finally concluded that they were 
getiing into deep water and agreed to the 
committee change, which reduced the normal 
exemption as proposed in the house bill from 
$4,000 to $3,000, 

The actſon of the ‘caucus in striking out 
the mutual insurance company amendment 
was agreed upon just before adjournment, 
and is to-be reconsidered. In house bill, 
mutual life insuranee companies were not 
exempted from the terms of the income tax, 
ard vigorous protests were made by all the 
great mutual life insurance companies to the 
t. narce committee. a 

It was finally agreed by the committee that 
mutual companies not conducted for profit 
should be exempt from the tex.

Explorer, at Seattle for Dash North, Still 
Insists Canada Should Protect Na- 
tives from Disease. 


Seattle, Wash., June 30.—Vilhjalmur Ster- 
ansson, Who will sail for Nome tomorrow 
to take charge of the Canadian government 
artic exploring expedition, was the guest 
of the College club at luncheon today, and 
made what he expects will be his last ad- 
dress for nearly three and a half years. 

Stefansson spoke with deep feeling of the 
misrepresentation he had suffered because 
of his recommendation to the Canadian Bov- 
ernment that all white people be barred from 
the Eskimo territory to protect the natives 
from extermination by disease, especially 
measles.

The sun blazed just as fiercely as ever, but 
down from the Blue Ridge tumbled a lively 
little breeze that stirred the fading grass, 
waking trees to life, and curling in the open 
tent flaps, carrying vigor to the tired vet- 
erans. 

In consequence of this relief, there were 
fewer prostrations, and the surgeons in 
charge of the relief and hospital stations 
hoped that the list of the sick and dead would 
be small. 

Although the program of the celebration 
will not be taken up until tomorrow there 
was a reception today by the survivors of 
Bufurd’s division of Meade’s army and 
Wheeler's division of Lee's.

On that’ 
night, when Buford’s men came riding into 
the village on the heels of Wheeler’s men 
in gray, maidens strewed flowers along the 
streets, and bells in the churches pealed out 
the news of the coming of the blue, and the 
town went wild. 

Of all the scores of girls who welcomed the 
vanguard of Meade, only a half a dozen could 
be found, and they stood, white haired, with 
tears in their eyes on a platform in the big 
tent, and sang to the weeping soldiers in the 
seats below. 

‘ As the first notes of the war time melody

The 
hum of the chorus came from every side, and 
old men wept openly.

“Chicago today lacks the intraurban 
transportation service it requires in its daily 
business. Because of legal complications 
and the difficulty, if not impossibility, of 
bringing into one legal entity the various 
traction bodies, organized as they are under 
different laws, the so-called ‘merger’ has 
been abandoned. 

Genuine rapid transportation may be ob- 
tained in but one way—by the construction of 
a comprehensive subway system, ultimately 
to be extended into the remotest sections of 
the city. Such a plan has its chief drawback 
in the fact that a new company .must be 
brought into the field of transportation. 

A comprehensive subway may only be 
obtained by invoking private capital to con- 
struct it, under terms and conditions prop- 
erly safeguarding the public rights. 


Wants Citizens to Decide. . 

“TI believe the decision in this case should 
be put squarely before the citizenship of 
Chicago. 

1. Shall a downtown subway for the. 
accommodation of the elevated roads be 
constructed to be paid for from the 80 
called traction fund, and to take the place 
of the present union loop? 

2. Shall a comprehensive subway . 
tem be constructed following the routes 
laid out in the joint report on eompre- 
hensive system of passenger subways for 
the city of Chicago, dated September 10, 

1912.

In order that these plans may be 
placed before the voters of Chicago and that 
the ultimate settlement may be placed before 
them I have caused to be prepared and trans 
mit herewith drafts of two ordinances, ;

‘ The first of the ordinances provides for the 


construction of the downtown terminal sub- 
ways by the use of the ‘traction fund, and, if 
that fund is not sufficient, through the pro- 
ceeds of bond issues. It outlines the general 
terms of the lease to the companies, includ- 
ing a provision that within a reasonable time 
after the subwaye are In use the roads shall 
remove the loop and such other parts of 
their structures as are no longer required, 
The rate of compensation to be paid the city 
is teft blank fot future determination. 2 
The second ordinance proposes the con 
struction of an independent, comprehben- 
sive subway system by private contract and 
the operation of the tube railway one twenty 
year franchise. It provides bids shall be 
asked by the council. It also creates a board 
ef control to have charge of administrative” 
matters, gives the city the right to buy the 
properties at the end of ten ye$ra, and pro- 
vides that at the end of the twenty rear 
period the subway shall become the property 
of the city free of incumbrances and that 
the equipment may be bought st thet tine 
at its fair value.

Economies in the Kitchen. 

Ice will keep twice as long if it is kept 
covered with newspapers, the doors of the ice- 
chest opened as little as possible, pieces not 
chipped off, and all food cooled before being 
put into the ice chest, and also the foods kept 
there—butter, milk, etc.—returned as quickly 
as may be after being on the table. 

Much gas may be saved by having small 
portable open, heated over one burner, in 
which may be baked all vegetables, hot bread, 
soufies, fruits, pastry, and most meats, Be 
sure to use all of the oven at once. With 
meat, cok the hot dessert for dinner, of fruit 
for next breakfast, or hot bread, or try out 
leaf lard, bacon rinds, etc., or dry bread crusts. 
When there is a furnace fire and no hot water 
connection, a bucket of water kept on the 
register or radiator will provide warm water 
without gas. After ironing various articles 
may be heated on the trons, If I am going 
to iron and after baking I heat the irons in the 
oven, and set the food on the trons during 
the process of baking. Hot plates for the 
fireless cooker are heated in the furnace in 
the cold weather, in the small oven in hot. 
When cooking cereal in the fireless cooker, in- 
atead of using hot water in the larger kettle, 
plan to cook prunes, apples, pie plant, beang, 
hominy, or the materials for soup. The vege- 
tables for soup should be the coarse portions 
of celery, cabbage, asparagus, and the small 
onions, potatoes, beets, carrots, etc, 

Many persons consider that inexpensive 
meat implies monotony of diet. From one 
piece of beef may be made Hamburg steak, 


beef loaf, brown stew, meat balls, and hash; 


care being used, however, in not having too 
much meat on hand in hot weather. A little 
pig ham may be served hot boiled, hot baked, 
cold sliced, minced with omelet, and creamed 
on toast. A lamb stew will be good either as 
brown stew or the best pieces, after being 
cooked, rolled in bread crumbs and sautéd, and 
as shepherd's pie, and as rice-mutton croquets, 
and any meat hash is delicious served with 
poached eggs. 

In buying goods, especially at sales, examine 
each article before using, particularly gloves, 
underwear, and hosiery, and darn each dropped 
stitch or rip. The life of any garment will bo 
doubled if each tiny hole is mended at its 
first appearance, always darning loosely, to al- 
low for stretching. And clean garments wear 
longer than soiled ones. ‘ 

These various economies are really no more 
work, but require planning and forethought.

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COURT APPROVES 
PACIFICS SCHEME 


Plan to Dissolve Roads Keeps 
Rigid Check Against 
Future Combine. 


CLOSE GUARD ON STOCKS. 


Exchange Will Be Made Only 
After Consent of Tribunal 
Is Given, 


St. Paul, Minn., June 29.—[Special.]—The 
plan for dissolving the Union Pacific-South- 
ern Pacific merger, which Attorney General 
McReynolds, with the approval of President 
Wilson, agreed upon with the officials of the 
railroads, was approved today by the federal 
court for the Eighth district. 

The decree will become effective with its 
Gling in the federal court at Salt Lake City, 
which probably will be on Wednesday or 
Thursday. The court’s action annuls the ob- 
jection made by the road's attorneys today 
with regard to publication and final hearings. 

We deem a decree of dissolution more 
necessary at the present time than any other 
action,“ Judge W. H. Sanborn said after 
signing the decree. 

The decree allows until Jan. 1, 1916, for the 
complete dissolution of the combination ad- 
judged illegal by the Supreme court. 

All previous plans are superseded by this 
latest one, which proposed that the Union 
Pacific shall exchange $38,000,000 of its $126.- 
000,000 holdings in the Southern Pacific for 
the Pennsylvania railroad'e entire holdings 
in the Baltimore and Ohio—virtually an equal 
amount—and that the remaining $88,000,000 
shall be sold to the general public through a 
trust company. 


Guards Against Future “ 

No present stockholders in the Union Pa- 
cific, continuing as such, may buy any of 
the Southern Pacific stock so sold and each 
purchaser will be obliged to make affidavit 
that he is not acting in concert or agree- 
ment with any one else buying Southern 
Pacific to secure a new control for the Union 
Pacific. 

The transaction would begin on Nov. 1, 
1913, and if not complete by Jan. 1, 1916, the 
court would direct the disposition of any 
Southern Pacific stock remaining untaken. 

The government expressly stipulates that 
should any illegal conditions arise from the 
exchange of Pennsylvania and Baltimore and 
Ohio stock either under existing law or fu- 
ture legislation or future interpretation by 
the courts of present statutes, the govern- 
ment would have the right “ freely to as- 
sail” the arrangement. 


Statement by McReynolds. 

A statement prepared by Mr. McReynolds 
and covering every point of the question was 
made to the court. 

“The proposed sale to the Pennsylvania 
railroad company of 382,924 shares (838.292. 
400) of the capital stock of the Southern Pa- 
cific company now owned or controlled by 
the Union Pacific railroad company (being 
about 14 per cent of the total capital stock 
of the Southern Pacific company) in ex- 
change for 425,472 shares ($42,547,200) of the 
capital stock of the Baltimore and Ohio rall- 
road company now owned by the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad company (being all of such 
stock held by the latter and 20.04 per cent 
of the entire share of the Baltimore and 


Ohio company),’’ the statement of the attor- 


ney general says, obviously goes far to sep- 
arate the Southern Pacific company from the 
Union Pacific company, and to that extent 
breaks up the particular unlawful comhina- 
tlon between them assailed in the original 


| bill and now before the court for dissolution. 


“ Moreover, it divests the Pennsylvania | 


| ‘alten company of a 45 amount of the 
| capital stock of an active competitor—the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad company—an4 
thereby remedies athighly objectionable con- 
dition. | 

“So far as I am able to ascertain, such 
exchange would not result in creating any 
new combination.in restraint of trade nor 
any other condition in violation of exiating 
laws. 


Reserves Right of Protest. 

“ While at presemt no federal law forbs 
one company from owning stock in another 
noncompeting line, congress may hereafter 
deem it adviwable to change the national 
policy im that aegard; and the courts may in- 
terpret existing laws so ag to give them 
meanings different from thoge now accepted. 

“‘ Wherefore, in onder that any future 
legislation by congress om the subject of 
the holding of stock by one railroad in an- 
other, and also all existing laws, may cer- 
tainly apply to the holdings which the 
Pennsyivania Railroad company and the 
Unton Pacific Railroad company would ac- 
quire by the proposed exchange, said ex- 
change should only be permitted subject to 
the following expressed condition, in sub- 
stance: 

“* That such permission shall not be taken 
as affecting the obligations, powers, rights, 
or duties under either present or future laws 
of any person or corporation, not a party 40 
this cause, nor be faken or construed as an 
adjudication that any party hereto has 
the right to acquire or hold the shares of 
stocks so sold or exchanged, nor as an ex- 
emption of any such party in respect of such 
acquisition or holding from the operation 
of any law now in force or which may here- 
after be enacted.’ 


Court to Direct Division. 

“These provisions put the disposition of 
such shares under the direction of the court. 
The proposal is to transfer them to a trust 
company, which shall become a party to the 
‘proceeding and in effect an arm of the court. 
The trustee has no power to vote the shares 
except when and as directed by the courts. 

“Union Pacific stockholders will be en- 
titled to subscribe for certificates of interest 
issued by the trust company representing 
the shares im its custody, payment to be 
made either in full at the time of subscription 
or $25 per share then and the remainder 
within twelve months, with interest at 6 per 
cent. 

But the holders will have no voting 
rights and will receive no dividends until 
their certificates are converted into stock 
of the Southern Pacific company, and such 
conversion can only be made upon affidevit 
that ti. applicant owns no shares of the 
Union Pacific and is not acting for or on 
behalf of any stockholder thereof, or in con- 
cert, agreement, or understanding with any 
other person, firm, or corporation for the 
control of the Southern Pacific company in 
the interest of the Union Pacific railroad 
company, but in his own behalf in good faith. 

“ Further, the holders of such certificates 
can receive no interest on the dividends col- 
lected and held by the trustee.” — 


Rouses Favorable Comment. 

Washington, D. C., June 30.—Scarcely had 
publicity been given to the government ap- 
proved plan for Pacific dissolution before 
comment was heard upon its reflection of the 
attitude of Attorney General McReynolds to- 
wards the “ trusts.” 

It was generally recognized that the plan 
marked a distinct departure in the dissolu- 
tion of offend_ng co: porations under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. Particularly was the 
plan compared with the Standard Ou and 
Tobacco dissolution decrees. 

‘Supporters of the administration pointed 
out that the plan avoided the mistakes of the 
former dissolution decrees in that it made it 
impossible for the stockholders. to exert the 
restraints on trade forbidden to the corpora- 
tion.
